The 21ft of this Month-at break of Day, Signals 

reed on were made from the Tower of the Point 
a Carnero that above 40 Ships were entring the 
Streights ; whereupon our General made the Signal 
for cutting the Cables and hoifting the Sails to avoid 
the Enemy, being perfwaded ic muft be chemi dy 
ving had Intelligence from Lisbon that they e 
ready to {ajl from thence for Gibraltar. » Notwith- 
‘ftanding this Order was executed with all poilible 
Difpatch, by the Ardent Command by Moz.fieur 
Patoulet, the Arrogant by Monfieur des Herbiers, 
the Marquis by Monfieur de Mons, the Lys by 
Monfieur dc Lauthier, and the Magnanime by Mon- 
fieur de Pointis, the Enemy being then Within about 
3 Leagues of us, in lefs then 3 Hours they furround- 


ed the Arrogant, which after the had defended her. 


felf as well as the Weaknefs of her Crew through 
Sicknefs would permit, yielded to them, A little 
after, the Marquis and the Ardent, fubmitted to the 


- fame Fortune ; but not till they had made a furpriz- . 


ing Refiftance, and had been boarded, viz. the Mar-- 
quis by an Englith Ship, fo we judg’d at leaft by 
what we could difcern through the thick Smoke 
‘there is on fuch an Oceafion, and the Ardent clear’d 
her felf from her firft Boarding, and tho’ fhe bad to 
deal with ‘7 or 8 of the Enemy’s Shipe, appear’d to 
us to run aground, and with her-a Dutch Ship rhat 
boarded her a fecond Time, but an Hour after we 
were much furpriz’d to fee them both floating, and 
maging to the Enemy’s Fleet which conlfifted of 35 
e 


n of War, 2 Bomb-Veffels, 2. Firefhips, and .5. 


Tranfport Ships. "Tis miraculous the Lys and we 
fhould get out of this Broil fo cheap as we did, I 
‘mean that we were nottaken, and that after a Fight 
of 4 Hours againft 5 or 6 Ships ata Time, and who 
reliev’d each other and cannonaded us before behind 
and on @achSide, we fhould break through all that 


oppos’d our Paflage, and run afhore. We are oblig’d . 


for it to our great Artillery, which being hard to be 
-endur'd, in lefs then an Hour made all the Ships luff 
that expoy'd themfelves to it ; which was an infalli- 
ble Mark it did them great Damage ; and it oblig’d 
‘Monfieur Lake the Englifh General to thew us Re- 
fpect, for he came no nearer than Mufquet Shor of 
us, nor did he ftay there long. As for the 2 Por- 
tugeze three deck’d Ships chat were in Monfieur 


Lake's Squadron, they only came ‘amd look'd a little 

on us, and ftood off agen as faft as they were 
able. The Dutch behav'd themfelves as they us'd 
to do, that is to fay they purfued us with all poffible 
Valour and Obftinacy. _The Lys deftinguifh’d ber 
felf onthis Occafion, beyond all that can be ima- 
gin’d ; 10 or 12 of the Enemy's Ships furrounded 


her, propofing to prevent the running her afhore, bur. 


in the Midft of tnem fhe made fuch a Fire, that the 
forc’d them to give her Room to run afhore and burn 
her felf, that fo fine a Ship mighr not fall inco their 
Hands : On this Occafion Monfieur de Lauthier 


her Captain acquir’d unparallel’d Glory, and the 


general Approbation of. all the French. This 
Engagement, though unequal, coft the Enemy 
dear, feveral of their Ships having their Mafts fhor 
by the Board, and two of them funk, if the Report 
of the Spaniarps be true ; but that needs Confixma- 
tion, The Enemy finding they could not purfuc the 
Lis and us further, without ftranding them{eclyce, 
luff'd and ftood off to Sea, and inftead of conunuing 
to cannonade us, by which they might have de- 
ftroy’d the greateft part of our Crews, contented 
themfelves with fending 2 Fircfhips, which our firing 
kept off from us: Bur yet we loft a confiderable 
Number of Men, many Icaping over-board, effeci- 
ally of the Lys’s Crew, in {pite of all the Precauti- 
ons that were us’d to hinder them.’ All the reft of 
our Men were carry’d to Land before Night ; and 
‘then Monfieur de Pojnris, who was infcim’d of it, 
and who would not quit his Ship before that was 
done, went off in ‘his Boat, which Monfieur de 
Champigny brought to the fide of the Ship to rake 
him in, and where he ftaid a while for the Che- 
valier de Beaumanoir our firft Lieutenant, who was 
the laftthat left the Magnanime, after he had with 
his own Hand fet her on fire. , 
All our Officers and Guards Marine behav’d them- 


felves perfectly well on this Occ&fion. Monfieur de 
Marc, -Lieutenanr,- had his Face and Hands 
burnt by a Cartridge which a Cannon-fhot fer on 


fire; the Count de Govelo, Guard Marine, and 
Brorher of the Count de Vertus, Guidon of the 
“Gens d’ Armes of the Guards, was likewife burnt; 
a de Beaumanoir was fiightly wounded in 
the Heel. 


We reckon, that of our Crew and that of the © 


Lys, 150 Men were kill’d, drown’d, or wounded : 
.In the Lys Monfieur de Baudinard, Guard Marine, 
had his Leg thot off above his Knee; Monfieur de 
ebay Guard Marine likewife, was wounded in 
both Legs ; Monfieur Lauthier, Commander of the 
Lys, was wounded ‘in the Cheek, and on the 


moft of the Men of War and Tranfports fail’d from 
Spithead to St. Hellens.- The Earlof Peterborough 
‘came to this Place Yefterday Morning about 2 or 3 
a Clock having rod all Night, and is this Morning 
going on Board, as I hear, the Boats being come 
athore for him ; fo that if the Wind cohrinue, the 
Fleet may {il to Morrow or next Day.
